Fistory of the Ohurch 


HE First Meruopist EpiscopAL CHURCH OF PASADENA is now celebrating 
ate golden jubilee. As we look back over the years and mark the humble 

beginnings of our Church and note how graciously our Heavenly Father 
has led us, we find abundant reason to praise Him for his goodness. 

A few Methodists were in the group of colonists and settlers who came to 
Pasadena in 1874, just fifty years ago, to establish their homes and to provide 
for the education and spiritual needs of their households. They organized a 
church July 18, 1875. Rev. F. D. Bovard preached regularly as a supply, thus 
becoming the first pastor of the Church. 

In October, 1876, the first building committee was appointed and on January 
7, 1877, the first church building was dedicated, located on the west side of 
Orange Grove Avenue near Palmetto Drive. This building and furnishings 
cost $2,500 and seated 200 persons. 

This structure, eight years later, was moved to West Colorado Street near 
Delacy for the greater convenience of the people of the colony. 

In 1886 a lot was purchased at the southeast corner of Marengo Avenue 
and Colorado Street on which was built a commodious church costing $21,000, 
which was dedicated March 20, 1887. Owing to the rapid inflow of settlers, 
this building proved inadequate and in 1887 a tabernacle costing $10,700 was 
erected beside the church. Fourteen years later these buildings gave place to 
a beautiful stone church which cost $80,000. This church was dedicated on 
December 7, 1901, free of debt. 

In the years following the Great War, it became evident that a new church 
building was imperative properly to care for the congregation and Sunday 
School. <A lot at the corner of Oakland and Colorado was purchased in 1920 at 
a cost of $133,500 and construction of the New Church was begun. The congre- 
gation moved to the uncompleted building in 1923. The present building 
equipped for use plus the cost of the lot represents an investment of $928,000. 

The life of this church has been marked by unusual interest in world-wide 
Christian work. The local work of Methodism has been advanced by the fol- 
lowing building enterprises begun and financed in part or wholly by this church: 
In 1894 the Chinese Mission was built; in 1896 the Lamanda Park Chapel was 
purchased; in 1897 the Lincoln Avenue Church was built; in 1902 the Lake 
Avenue Church was established; in 1915 the Mexican Chapel at Ritzman Street 
was erected; in 1923 the Old Church and a gift of money were given to the 
Lake Avenue Congregation, a dormitory was built for the Chinese Mission and 
a Parsonage was erected at the Mexican Chapel; and in 1924 the erection of a 
Mexican Chapel at Fremont Park was undertaken by members of this church. 

From a charter membership of 11 in 1875, of which Mrs. Anna G. Porter is 
the only surviving member, the church membership has grown to 2395 and the 
Sunday School enrollment to 2236. “Unto Him be glory in the church by Christ 
Jesus throughout all ages world without end. Amen.”

The Church Building 


HE PLAN and design of the church is the creation of Thomas P. Barber, 
Tes architect, working continuously with the Building Committee. Fol- 

lowing the Gothic style of architecture throughout, it is composed of 
several distinct buildings in balanced proportions. The grouping of the units, 
the placing of the buttresses and the arrangement of the openings emphasize 
the feeling of strength which is the beauty of the true Gothic. The ornamenta- 
tion while not ornate or elaborate is so massed at the entrances and in the 
window tracery as to enrich the whole. The exterior of the building is of 
made-stone in shades of gray and cream resembling closely the finest Indiana 
limestone. 

Instead of a massive tower, the architect has topped the highest point of the 
auditorium with a spire or fleche, which pointing heavenward from the inter- 
section of the ridge lines of the nave and transept adds a distinct touch of light- 
ness and symmetry to the mass of the building. 

The interior of the Auditorium in both form and detail is an adaptation of 
Gothic to the requirements of congregational worship. While at first glance we 
do not find the long nave of the true Gothic, we do find suggested in the struc- 
tural form and lines of the Auditorium the nave and transepts of the English 
cathedrals. The lighting is indirect by means of lights concealed in the cornice 
at the spring of the arched ceiling, augmented by four groups of torches clustered 
near the tops of the principal supporting columns. 

The main vestibule across the entire front of the Auditorium connecting 
the Chapel and the Administration Building is floored with Tennessee marble; 
the walls and the groined ceiling being of imitation Travertine marble. Five 
doors open toward Colorado Street. 

The Chapel is a fine example of an English college chapel in perpendicular 
Gothic, being roofed with an exceptionally beautiful ceiling of timbered work. 

The four other units include the Administration Building, the Assembly 
Hall, the Fellowship Hall including the Dining Room, and the Sunday School 
Building. ; 

Immediately south of the Auditorium is an open court enclosed on all sides 
by-the Auditorium, the Assembly Hall, the Fellowship Hall and the Sunday 
School Building. The rows of pillars surrounding the grassy center give the 
effect of a medieval cloister. This open court makes it possible to have outside 
light and air in every one of the seventy-four Sunday School classrooms and 
nine department rooms. 

The various units comprise a Church Building planned for the enlarging 
program of Christian work. Ninety of the 104 rooms in the building are used 
for Sunday School purposes. Nine of these are large departmental rooms, ad- 
joined by adequate class rooms, thus giving every age from infancy to maturity 
a place for study and worship.

The Organ 


HE ORGAN was built by the Skinner Organ Company of Boston, Massa- 
ren It cost complete $52,000 and is the gift of Mr. and Mrs. George 

H. Maxwell of Boston. The Skinner Company builds an instrument that is 
magnificent in power, in wealth of orchestral color and in perfection of mechan- 
ism. Both for concert and Church purposes it is notable for the refinement, dig- 
nity, and beauty manifested in all registers; the distinctive tone color of the 
various stops; and the effectiveness of the ensemble. 

A feature which will command attention is the excellent voicing of the 
Orchestral Stops, among which is the “English Horn,” of widely varying mood, 
and of very temperamental characteristics. It is called by many musicians the 
Aristocrat of Organ Stops. Of all the Orchestral Voices, none has been more 
desired and none has more stubbornly resisted reproduction than the French 
Hern. In the Skinner Organ the golden voiced “French Horn” Stop is identical 
in quality with the orchestral French Horn even to the so-called “bubble” so 
characteristic of this instrument. The Harp and Celeste Stops are purer in 
tone than the finest grand piano. They belong, like the Chimes, to the percus- 
sion family, and are distinctly modern additions to the Organ. The Flute 
Celeste is perhaps the most beautiful of all Organ Stops. 

This Organ is built in six divisions—Pedal, Choir, Great, Swell, Solo and 
Echo, the latter being played from the Solo manual and subject to the couplers 
affecting the Solo division. It contains 64 stops and 27 Couplers, which are 
operated by thirty adjustable pistons. ‘There are 3,400 speaking pipes. ‘The 
playing action from a four-manual console is electric, and the speech is abso- 
lutely instantaneous. The main body of the Organ is placed in five chambers 
back of the Choir Loft and the Echo is placed in the ceiling above the Audi- 
torium. 


The Story of the Windows 


HE WINDOWS of the Auditorium will tell in beautiful color the life story of 
our Saviour. They are the product of the Roy C. Baillie Studios of Los 
Angeles. 

The central panels of the east window represent the “Annunciation to the 
Shepherds”; “Coming of the Wise Men”; “The Flight into Egypt”; and other 
childhood scenes. The writers of the four gospels are represented by their 
symbols. : 

The central subject of the north window is “The Transfiguration”; about 
this are grouped such scenes as “Cleansing the Temple,” “Calling the Fisher- 
men,” “Sermon on the Mount” and the parables of “The Sower” and “The Good 
Samaritan.” 

The central thought of the west window is the “Ascension,” about which 
we find the “Entry into Jerusalem” and other incidents leading to the appear- 
ance of Christ to the Disciples after the Resurrection. 

On the east, below the gallery, Christ is shown; “In the Work Shop,” 
“Among the Doctors” and “At the Baptism.” 

On the west is shown Christ; “Blessing Little Children,” ‘““With the Woman 
at the Well” and “With the Rich Young Ruler.”
